Gifford Pinchot of Penn­ 
sylvania over how much each thinks 
the other should give to unemploy­ 
ment relief, Senator James J. Davis 
today contributed $5.000 to Pitts­ 
burgh’s Welfare Fund. 
The senator’s gift followed by 24 
hours an announcement by Gov­ 
ernor Pinchot that he would give 
one-fourth of his gross income for 
1931, which will approximate $17,- 
500, to relief funds. 
Announcement of Davis’ gift was 
made by A. K. Oliver, president of 
the Welfare Fund, which is still al­ 
most two million dollars short of its 
goal. 


Davis* financial secretary, F. W. 
Jones, said the senator’s gift was 
raised to $5,000 from an unnamed 
figure after a second call for con­ 
tributions was sent out by fund of­ 
ficials. 
Jones also told of Davis* contri­ 
butions to the Community Chest of 
his home town, Sharon. The Com­ 
munity Chest there, he said, shows 
a $75 pledge in the name of the 
senator’s father, David Davis, but 
the senator has given the mayor of 
Sharon carte blanche to take care 
of any needy families at his • the 
senator’s) expense, Jones added.

Most of use have received various reports, speeches and w hat-not 
issued by the g overnm ent In newspaper and magazine offices they come 
in bales. 
Last year the government printing office turned out four billion 
copies of such m atter, at a cost of about $20.000,000. Sales to the public 
returned $215,743 of this. The rest was free issue at the expense of tax ­ 
payers. 
Most of this m atter, furtherm ore, is sent free through the mails, 
thus building up the postal deficit, and again taking money from the 
pockets of taxpayers. 
Some of these publications are, of course, valu­ 
able and constitute a legitim ate function of government. But the bulk of 
»hem are either useless or consist of political utterances which serve only 
to glorify some "statesm an" or buseau in the public eye. And we all pay 
for it. 
, 


Twenty million or so dollars is a comparatively small item in the 
cost of government. But the free-printed, post-free document "racket" is 
a good example of wastefulness and extravagance in the use of public 
funds. 


The taxpayer is a patient, long-»enduring creature, but cannot even 
his patience be strained to virtual rebellion? There are signs of it. 
The M assachusetts Tax Association said recently: 
“Recognition 
m ust be gi\en to the gradually awakening 
tax 
consciousness of the 
public, which more and more is causing the average citizen to realize 
th at expenditures in government must be reduced or curtailed just as in ­ 
dustry has been forced to deflate its costs in order to exist."

“World Peace is a long ways off, 
not Just around the corner," said Dr. 
L E. Philo, Youngstown, Ohio, as he 
addressed a large group of women 
Monday afternoon at 
the regular 
meeting of the Woman’s Club of 
New Castle held in the Highland 
church. 
Mrs. F. S. Brenneman introduced 
the speaker of the afternoon. 
Dr. Philo, who is the Rabbi of 
Temple Rodef Shelem of Youngs­ 
town, Ohio made 
his 
initial ap­ 
pearance here and greatly impress­ 
ed his audience of 
women 
as 
a 
speaker of rare ability and a think­ 
er of profundity. 
In his opening remarks Dr. Philo 
said it was at the invitation of Mrs. 
Miriam Cosel, chairman of the de­ 
partment of the International Re­ 
lationship of the club, that he was 
in the city, and remarked on the 
great honor the women of New Cas­ 
tle had bestowed upon Mrs. Cosel, 
and of the "interesting" time she 
was having in Paris. 
"Internationalism 
and 
its 
Ten 
Commandments” was the topic for 
Dr. Philo’s talk and he said that un­ 
til the Ten Commandments of God 
were made international, the world 
could not expect to come to a per­ 
manent peace. 
In taking up the first command­ 
ment he remarked that God 
and 
freedom were embodied in this and 
that every nation should be free to 
win its own freedom and that all 
nations are so interdependent that 
the idea of anything else than in­ 
ternationalism amounts to a sin. 
In taking up the second command­ 
ment, he says the nations worship, 
greed, selfishness, fear, 
glory 
and 
heroism and as long as they do this 
there will be no world peace. "I 
believe in a patriotism that extends 
beyond the frontier borders 
of 
a 
country,” he stated. "Nationalism 
must be humanized or it will ruin 
us. War is the greatest of human 
foilies and is evidence of insanity. 
Idols degrade a nation, but ideals 
ennoble." 
In commenting on the third com­ 
mandment, Dr. Philo said that na­ 
tions have defiled the name of God 
in setting one nation against an­ 
other, in setting man against his 
brother. God is international and 
must be made the precept of inter­ 
national life. 
The 
fourth 
commandment 
set 


mandment Dr. Philo said it was as 
great a crime to violate the virtue 
of a nation as to corrupt the morals 
of a nation: if we would pay less 
attention to the private life of Indi­ 
viduals and more to the public life 
of nations, this world would be a 
better place to live in. 
"Thou Shalt not Steal Anything 
that belongs to another nation” con­ 
tinued the rabbi, "thou shalt not 
Steal nor destroy his credit, honor, 
resources, life or liberty or right to 
happiness." What is wrong for an 
individual is not right for a nation” 
he further stated. 
"Thou shalt not bear false witness 
against a nation” embodied the 
ninth commandment and it is the 
violation of this commandment that 
leads nations into war. If we had a 
court of International Justice, those 
who bear false witness against na­ 
tions could be punished. 
"Thou Shalt Not Covet anything 
that belongs to another nation” was 
the embodiment of the tenth and 
last commandment and Dr. Philo 
said if this commandment was obey­ 
ed implicity then the others would 
take care of themselves. The cov­ 
eting of another nation's property, 
power, wealth, influence, resources is 
the basis of all wars. 
In concluding he said "Patriotism 
must be man’s love for God s World 
He also stated that World Peace is 
a long ways off, and it cannot be 
brought about in a day but must be 
worked out through a better church 
and religion.

The first school building recorded 
as having been erected in Mahoning- 
town was in the year 1841. A school 
building had been erected in 1838 
about a mile north of the town, but 
was abandoned when Mahoningtow n 
was set apart as a separate district 
and erected its own school building. 
During the period between 1833 and 
1870. the canal business made Ma­ 
honingtow n of considerable import­ 
ance but with the abandonment of 
the canals, much of its business was 
transferred to New Castle proper. 
Jame.s Raney built the fir*? "grist” 
mill in Mahoningtow n in 1852 on the 
Cross-Cut Canal. 
He operated it 
about nine years, when he sold if to 
his son, M. L. Raney, who in turn 
.sold it to Genkinger and 
Kraft 
about 1865. 
After the transfer, the 
mill was changed into a stave fac­ 
tory. but was only operated for about 
a year, when Mr. Genkinger pur­ 
chased 
Mr. 
K raft’s interest 
and 
changed to the original business 
again. The mill contained three run 
of stone, had a capacity for grinding 
of about 150 bushels in ten hours 
and was operated by steam 
If long 
since passed out of existence. James 


Raney built a dam over the Shen- 
ango river at Mahon m g'own iij June 
1873. forming one-quarter cf a cir­ 
cle and with the convex side facing 
'he stream. It was solidly construct­ 
ed of timber and measured on the 
curve was 450 feet in length and in 
a straight line from one abutment 
to the other, it measured 400 feet. 
It was constructed strong enough to 
resist the force of both water and 
ice and the fall was four and one- 
half feet. 
In 1874. a race was ex­ 
cavated and the foundation of a mill 
laid.

1852-53 he had laid out an addition 
to Mahoningtow n. This mill, owned 
and operated by Raney & Company 
did a flourishing business, its capa­ 
city* being fifty barrels a dav,

If the man refuses to work, he 
learns that New Castle has a cold 
shoulder for him, and he hastens 
on to some other city where he can 
beg from door to door. Already a 
number of worthy men have willing­ 
ly done their stunt with saw and 
axe in exchange for food and lodg­ 
ing. However, there have been some 
who have spurned such an offer.

Why do we dwell so long on the 
life of the pree-school child? Simply 
because the problem of the child 
at school is largely determined by 
the condition of the pre-school chil­ 
dren. The diseases 
and 
ailments 
found at school are usually the pro­ 
duct of the pre-school period. 
Defects of all pre-school children 
should be removed before entering 
school. All the factors in the health 
history of the child 
from 
before 
birth to the school age can now be 
studied and corrections made soon 
as discovered. 
About 50 per cent of children en­ 
tering school have defects that are 
largely preventable 
not 
including 
the teeth. 
These are the children that an­ 
swer the roll call at the age of 6 
years, at the very outset of 
their 
school career. They present a health 
problem to the school health admin­ 
istrations. Many are suffering from 
chronic diseases, none of the con­ 
ditions begin on the day when the 
child presents himself at 
school. 
Each condition has a long history. 
It is certain that much of the re­ 
tardation at school is due to one or 
more defects. 
Until the destruction influences of 
the pre-school period are counter­ 
acted, the schools will continue to 
thenic work.

and divorced, Ames was recently reported engaged to Ina Claire, ber- 
•elf a noted screen star and ex-w ife of John Gilbert. 
His first marital 
venture was with A lice Gerry, of Fall River, Mass., who was the mother 
of his two children, Jane, now 20, and Robert, 22. Ames divorced 
Alice just one year before he made his first success playing with Ruth 
Chatterton in New York in 1916. 
His next marriage was to Frances 
Goodrich, who divorced him in 1923, to marry Hendrik Van Loon, 
noted historian and art critic. 
For his third plunge into matrimony, 
Ames chose Vivienne Segal, now a star in her own right, but again the 
barque of romance hit rough weather. 
His fourth and last wife was
